Washington, March 6.—(Special.)—

I apprehend that in the long 
run Mr. Wilson will pursue practical- 
ly the same course as have heen pur- 
gued by former presidents.”

LESS THAN $5 A WEEK 
FOR OVER 50,000 WOMEN 


No Wonder They Go Wrong. 
Says Illinois Lieutenant 
Governor. 


Springfield, Ill, March 6.—More than! 
00,000 women in Chicago are receiving 
a Salary of $5 or less a week, according 
to reports made to Acting Governor 
Barrett O'Hara today by Investigators 
of the senate white slave commission. 

Mr. O’Hara Issued a statement 
which he said: 

“These women are living tn furnish? 
ed rooms and are reported underfed. 
Many of them do not know what a full 
meal means. Half of them are living 
on two 1l5-cent meals a day. Many of 
them have to depend for clothes on 
what friends give them of cast-off far- 
ments. » 

“Is it any wonder women do wrong? 
No woman bad at heart: environ- 
ment is responsible for a great part of 
crime. 

“The commission is determined to do 
full justice to employer as well as to 
employee, and we will not presume to 
pre-judge guilty until further testi- 
mony has been had. The big employ- 
ers Bummoned to appear before us to- 
morrow have been ordered to bring 
with them their payrolls. These should 
tell an interesting story.” 

Other States Asked to Aid. 

After studying a report 
gators, acting Governor 
hight asked co-operation 
ernors and legislators in each of the 
forty-seven other states in the anti- 
White salve traffic cruside, of whtch 
he is the head in Fllinois.

To Reach Root of Problem. 


“It has seemed to us that the most 
feasible way of breaking up the in- 
terstate rings would be to have in 
each state a commission similar to 
our own. 

“Naturally the Illinois commission, 
can do nothing with its information 
in regard to ‘white slavery’ in other 
states, but were there a commission in 
your state, we could and would invite 
members of your commission to sit 
with us, and in turn we should hope 
to be present at some of your ses- 
sions. In this way, if seems to me, 
we would get to the very root of titts 
problem. 

“I should be very glad to have your 
co-operation in this matter, and should 
appreciate a statement of opinion 
from you at your earliest conveni- 
ence.”

In a statement furnished to the 
committee at its opening, Major Rich- 
ard Sylvester, superintendent of po- 
lice, declared his department had 
given the parade all the protection it 
could with the Mmited number o¢ po- 
licemen available, and that the disor- 
der on the streets was due to 
breaking of cables along the route and 
the unruly character of the crowd. 


Police Laughed at Scenes. 


Bursts of laughter came frequently 

as women told of their experience, 
Mrs. Upton sald there were some elder- 
ly women in the Ohio division and she 
was afraid a “good-natured drunken 
man’ would fall against them. 
“So we all hurried and got past and 
he fell back on Wisconsin or Wyo- 
ming or somewhere back there,” she 
said. 

She declared the police laughed at 
the scenes and made no effort to help. 
The most ineffecient, she said, were 
the plain clothes men sworn in for the 
occasion who carried their authority 
in the badges on their coats. 

Mre, Agnes M, Jenks, of Concord, 
N. H., who had her daughter and other 
young girls with her in the New 
Hampshire division, told one of the 
most striking stories. She declared 
uniformed policemen had encouraged 
the crowd in its disorder, and that she 
had been so alarmed at the action of 
the ficers toward the young girls 
that B@he children were placed in the 
centerzof the procession, where they 
were protected by older women. 

“The crowd hooted and jeered,” she 
said: “men tried to get the flowers 
from our coats, and one man stuck his 
foot out in front of my daughter and 
tried to trip her. At another point 
two policemen in uniform were gtand- 
ing together talking and were en- 
couraging the crowd to jeer us. One 
policeman looked as though he was go- 
ing to take hold of the young girls 
who were marching with us. We were 
more frightened by the police than by 
the crowds.” 

Few Policemen in Sight. 

None of the women could give the 
riumber of the policemen who had ex- 
hibited indifference or antagonism, 
although several thought they could 
identify some of them. The witnesses 
were almost unanimous in declaring 


no mounted officers, and that there 
seemed to be no successful effort to 
eontrol the crowds until] the cavalry- 
men came on the scene.

by the Greeks. 


FIERCE BOMBARDMENT 
DEMORALIZED TURKS

Athens, March 6.—The Turkish fort- 
ress of Janina, key to the possession of 
Epirus province, with its garrison of 
32,000 men surrendered to the Greek 
army today after a which 
Stands out as one of the most brilliant 
‘@pisodes of the Balkan war. 

The surrender was preceded 
fierce bombardment. continuing two 
days and nights. Every available gun, 
including heavy howitzers by the Ser- 
Vian artillery, was brought to bear on 
the forts defending the beleaguered 
city. 

Thirty thousand shells were fired by 
ihe Greek guns during the first day’s 
eannonade. Gradually the Turks’ bat- 
teries at Bizani, Manoliara, Sakni and 
elpewhere-were silenced. 

The Greek commanders. 
led the Turks ‘to believe that their at- 
tack would be made from the right. 
AS soon as the attention of the defend- 
ers had been distracted, the Greeks 
hurled large bodies of infantry on io 
the Turkish left. The Ottoman troops, 
utterly surprised, fell back in disorder. 

Turk Batteries Silenced. 

Batteries on the heights of Bizani, the 
mainstay of the defense, had been un- 
able to stand the pelting of the shells 
and were reduced to complete silence 
at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The Greeks pushed their forward 
movement during the afternoon and 
occupied the Turkish batteries on the 
Sakni and Elas hills, capturing all the 
suns and 110 artilleryinen. Then the 
Greek battalions gradually denloyed on 
to the plain in front of the city itself. 

The Turkish flight immediately 
came general. Whole detachments suc- 
cumbed to panic and joined in a mad

With all the defending batteries in 
the hands of the Greeks and the Hel- 
lenic soldiers at the gates of Janina, 
Essaad Pasha Turkish commander, at 
6 o'clock this morning sent messengers 
to Crown Prince Constantine of Greece 
announcing the surrencer of the city 
and all the troops under his commazd. 

The fall of Janina was announced 
by the crown. prince to the Greek war 
office. 

Enthusiasm at Athens. 

Wild enthusiasm reigned in the 
streets of Athens on announcement of 
the news. All houses were decorated 
with flags. Excited people thronged the 
thoroughfares singing the Greek na- 
tional anthem. 

The Greek advance on Janina began 
late in October. The Turks retired ran- 
idly before their opponents and opera- 
tions round the fortress opened about 
the beginning of December. The 4t- 
tack continued with varying success, 
even during the period of the armistice, 
to which the Greeks never formally 
agreed. 

Several of the outlying forts: fell be- 
fore the Greek assaults and the attack 
on the principal fortifications was grad- 
ually pressed home. 

It was not known until this morning 
how many Turkish troops were in the 
city, estimates here of them varying 
from 18,000 to 30,000 men. The popu- 
lation numbered 22000, mostly Greeks, 

The fortifications, which had at one 
time been considered strong, were an- 
tiquated and could not resist modern 
cannon. 

Provisions throughout the siege had 
been plentiful, as Janina is a center of 
the grain trade. 

THREE GREEK TRANSPORTS 
SUNK BY TURKISH CRUISERS 

Vienna, March 6.—The »- Turkish 
cruiser Hamidieh today sunk three 
Greek transports loaded with Servian 
troops on the way to Scutari, according 
to a Constantinople dispatch to The 
Neue Frele Presse. 

The attack on the transports oc- 
curred, it was said, near the peninsular 
of Hagion Oros, in the Aegean sea. 
From this it would appear that the 
transports were proceeding not to Scu- 
tari, but to Gallipolis, where it was pro- 
posed some time ago by the Balkan 
allies to make a flank attack on the 
Turkish troops defending the Darda- 
nelles. 

The convoy of Greek transports was 
a large one, consisting of twenty-four 
vessels, which carried thirty-four guns. 
They wer® encountered by the Hami- 
deah shortly after they had left the 
coast. With her battery of powful 4.7- 
inch guns, she was able to create havoc 
among the practically unprotected 
transports loaded with soldiers, accord- 
ing to the report received here.

New York, March 6.—The first dem- 
onstration in America og Dr. F. F. 
Friedmann’s treatment which the Ber- 
lin physician declares is a cure for 
tuberculosis was given by Dr. Fried- 
mann himself today in the presence of 
physicians representing the city, the 
state and the staffs of hospitaky 
several cities. . 

Three patients, two men and a wom- 
were selected by Dr. Friedmann 
from fifty tuberculosis sufferers gath- 
ered from alj parts of the city; all 
hopeful that they would receive treat- 
ment. The woman has deen ill three 
years. Hers is a chronic case of the 
disease at the knee, and was the most 
serious of the three chosen. The two 
men have tuberculosis of the lungs. 
Their cases are not beyond the incip- 
ient stage, according to the authori- 
tiég of the People’s hospital, the in- 
stitution where the demonstration was 
given. Each of the men patients has 
been showing improvement and gain- 
ing weight since. beginning, several 
months ago, the best recognized tu- 
berculosis treatment of the day, it was 
stated. 

Friedmann Selected Patients, 

Physicians who were present 
Drought forward a dozen persons suf- 
fering with the disease in all its 
Stages. The medical history o¢ each 
was available for Dr. Friedmann’s use. 
Statistics have been prepared at his 
request. The Berlin physician de- 
clined to treat any of these cases, 
however, but made his own selections. 

Each of the three who were treated 
received two injections, one in a mus- 
cle and one in a vein. Dr. Wriedmann 
explained to those about him that: the 
first reaction might be expected to be 
observed after seven days. The pa- 
tients went to their homes with in- 
Structions toreturn three weeks hence. 
Dr. Friedmann promised to treat them 
again at that time. 

Meanwhile the medica? board at the 
hospital will have the three under con- 
stant observation and as soon as re- 
sults are observable, it was announc- 
ed, a statemgnt will be issued.

New News of Yesterday 
Senator Conkling’s Real Opinion of the 
Hayes-Tilden Affair.

On a perfect day in June, 1877, a very 
large party of the political and personal in- 
timates of Senator Roscoe Conkling éscorted 
him down New York 
bay. The party was 
gathered upon a large 
steamboat. There were 
several in the company 
who became very prom- 
inent a few years later, 
among them General 
Chester Arthur, who, in 
1881, was to succeed 
the assassinated Gar- 
field as president of the 
United States, and 
Thomas C. Platt, who, 
in 1881, was to be elect- 
ed United States sena- 
tor from New York as 
Senator Conkling’s col- 
league, and Alonzo B. 
Cornell, who, in 1879, 
was to be elected gov- 
ernor of New York. 

Senator Conkling, whos -had been in ill 
health, had taken passage for Europe upon 
the steamship Mosel. He purposed remain- 
ing abroad until late in the fall. 


A collation was served in the large sa- 
loon of the steamboat and speeches of fare- 
well were made, to which the senator re- 
sponded in a singularly happy manner. In 
the lower bay, the senator was transferred 
from the steamboat to the steamship, and 
upon invitation of the captain of the Mosel 
he went to the bridge, the only other oc- 
cupants of which were the captain, the 
pilot and the first officer. 

Senator Conkling stood a conspicuous, 
noble figure upon that bridge as the steam- 
ship slowly passed out into the open sea. 
His head was bare to the June sunshine, 
and he continually waved his hand by way 
of farewell. 

On the return trip, I was fortunate 
enough to be one of the little group upon 
the deck of the steamboat, the members of 
which were occupied in discussing Senator 
Conkling’s character, achievements and his 
present and future relation to the 
can party.

One member of the party then asked 
General Arthur this question: ‘General, in 
view of your intimate acquaintance with 
Senator Conkling and your knowledge of 
his characteristics, I would like to ask you 
one question. It is this: Can you tell me 
whether there is any truth in the report 
that Senator Conkling believes that Samuel 
J. Tilden was lawfully elected president of 
the United States November last, and that 
he also believed that Tilden should have been 
seated ?”’ 

“TI know,” said General Arthur in reply, 
“that the impression has gone abroad that 
Senator Conkling was persuaded that Gov- 
ernor Tilden received such plurality of the 
popular vote as justified giving him a ma- 
jority of the electoral vote, and for that 
reason the senator was persuaded that he 
should have been declared elected and in- 
augurated. This view, however, is not en- 
tirely accurate. I don’t think Senator Conk- 
ling ever said to any one that he believed 
that Tilden was elected and should have 
been inaugurated. I think his view was that 
the accusation of fraud affected both par- 
ties, and practically equally. He would have 
been glad, if it had been possible, to de- 
clare that these reports had vitiated the 
entire presidential election, to show that 
a new election could be ordered. But there 
was no way in which this could be accom- 
plished. He felt that an extraordinary and 
unfortunate emergency had arisen, and for 
that reason it was perfectly proper for con- 
gress to adopt such measures as would re- 
lieve the dangerous embarrassment to the 
country which this emergency created. He 
would have been entirely content if the 
electoral commission which congress had 
created as a measure by which the elec- 
tion could be peacefully determined, had 
decided that Governor Tilden had received 
a majority of the, electoral vote. 

“I know, bowever, that the senator felt 
that the manner in which the American peo- 
ple accepted peacefully the decision of the 
electoral commission which gave General 
Hayes a majority of one was the supreme 
evidence of the soundness of American insti- 
tutions and the permanence of our republi- 
ean form of government.”

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS GENERAL SANTA 
ANA AN AMERICAN? 


To the general reader of this article it 
has probably never been suggested to them 
that Santa Ana, the Mexican liberator, sol- 
dier and president, was an American who 
fought for Mexico and against his own coun- 
try. Few histories tell you anything what- 
ever about this, but there is a story that may 
of may not be a legend, that the Mexican 
general, who became president of his coun- 
try four times, was not Santa Ana at all, but 
Nat Saunders, of Kentucky. 

The story goes that Saunders was the son 
of a Welsh pioneer in that state, and that 
his mother was an Indian squaw, which ac- 
counts for his dark complexion. It is said 


that he was sent to the military academy at | 
West Point, where he learned military tac- | 


tics, and while there he murdered a ferry- 
man near Highland Falls, N. Y., after which 


he fled to Mexico, changed his name to Santa |

This story is doubted in a great measure, 
but when Santa Ana had outlived his useful- 


the country did not even fear him sufficient- 
ly to keep a watch over him, he came to 
the United States and lived for some time 
on Staten Island, N. Y., where he entertained 
several foreign looking visitors, who were 
plotting another revolution in his country. 
This was in 1870. 

In 1874 he returned home, and there, two 
years later, in poverty and utter obscurity, 
he died. Was he a Kentuckian? His biog- 


raphers say “he is said to have been born at 
Jalapa, Mexico, in 1795. In appearance he 
looked like a Spaniard. As to his life’s his- 
tory he would discuss the subject with no 
ene. He was always a secretive man, and 
he lived on Staten Island almost four years 
without even his nelghbors realizing that a 
man with an international reputation was 
residing 80 close by. 

If he was a Kentuckian it is quite likely 
that he woukd have been recognized during 
the struggle for the independence of Texas. 
for many of the best soldiers in this war 
were from that state. It was at the battle 
of San Jacinto river in 1836 that Sam Houis- 
ton routed the Mexican army and captured 
Santa Ana. Santa Ana had treated the 
yankee settlers in Texas with so much cru- 
elty that when he was captured Houston 
had great difficulty to keep these same set- 
tlers from taking a speedy revenge. The 
captive sought to buy his freedom by ac- 
knowledging the independence of Texas, but 
it was nearly a year before he was released. 

The career of Santa Ana following his 
release was. varied. At,times he was presi- 
dent of Mexico, and then again a fugitive 
in danger of death from his own govern- 
ment. In 1845 he was deposed from the 
presidency and fled to Cuba. There he con- 
spired to betray his country and annex it to 
the United States. But when our war with 
Mexico began he was recalled, made pro- 
visional president and commander-in-chief, 
and was sent to drive the United States 
troops out of Texas. 

His attempt was a sad failure. When 
Mexican was fighting Mexican the side with 


' Santa Ana as leader invariably won, but he 


Was not able to win against Americans. 
Zachary Taylor, with about one-fourth the 
same number of troops as Santa Ana com- 
manded, thrashed him at Buena Vista. And 
two months later General Scott defeated him 
at Cerro Gordo. The Mexicans lost the war

Only in this 
way can our work for the drama ring 
true, becoming a real civic force. and 
serving the interest of the drama,” 
continued Miss Cobb, in recent ex- 
pression of her views about che 
movement she intends to initiate. 

Now that social students have de- 
cided that all pople of all classes— 
rich, poor, ignorant, well informed, 
well and ailing—must have normal 
recreation and entertainment, and 
that the churehes are organizing 
committees to plan recreative pleas- 
ures for their congregations, and so- 
cial service workers are supervising

their operations, and employers of 
large numbers of men and women are 
building at their plants auditoriums, 
where entertainments may be provid- 
ed, every movement in this direction 
becomes interesting, for,as Miss Cobb 
states, the purpose of the Drama 
league is to promote interest in the 
great art as much among the masses 
as among the classes.

“Drop your buckets where you ere 
and do not depend upon the opening 
of the Panama canal to bring pros- 
perity to the southern states,” is the 
advice of & Guyt McLendon, former 
railroad commissioner and prominent 
public speaker, who delivered an ad- 
dress under the auspices of the Beav- 
ers’ club in the Kimball house Dall- 
room last night on the subject, 
“Should the United States Surrender 
her Commercial Rights in the Panama 
Canal Controversy With Great Brit- 
ain?’ 

In concluding his address, Mr. Mc- 
Lendon alluded to the case of a ship 
signalling a passing vessel for fresh 
water while unwittingly afloat in the 
fresh waters of the Amazon _ river, 


which flow several hundred miles to | 


sea, 
“Drop your buckets where you are,”

particular, should turn herself to her

Mr. McLiendon . prefaced his fre- 
marks upon the present status of the 
United States’ canal controversy with 
Great Britain by a review of the 
events leading to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, the terms of which constitute 
the basis of the controversy.

cle 1, of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. In 
the latter treaty it ig set forth that 
the cana] shall be open to all the na- 
tions of the world on terims of neu- 
trality and equality. 

“An important provision of this 
treaty,” says Mr. McLendon, “which 
has apparently been overlooked by 
many in discussing the question is 
that of article 4, which provides that 
no charge of territorial sovereignty 
shall affect the neutralization of the 
high contracting parties. 

“Knowing these conditions of the 
treaty,” continued Mr. McLendon, “the 
United States acquired the canal zone 
and sought to enforce a discrimina- 
tion in toll rates in favor of her own 
vessels, which brought about the pres- 
ent controversy with Great Britain.” 

Britain Commerce Little Affected. 

Mr. McLendon brought out the point 
that while statistics show Great Brit- 
ain’s maritime commerce to amount to 
more than $800,000,000 annually, the 
opening of the Panama canal could af- 
fect only about one-fortieth of 1 
per cent of her maritime trade; name- 


ly, that of the American Pacific coast. | 


This effect would not be to destroy 
the trade of Great Britain at all in 
this particular, but merely that slight 
detriment which might be brought 
about by a little keener competition. 

“The question remains, then,” said 
Mr. McLendon, “are we going to abide 
by our honor, or enforce the discrim- 
inatory rat.s simply because we are 
powerful enough to do 60?” 

As to the matter of allowing United 
States ships to pass through the canal 
free of toll, Mr. McLendon thinks that 
it is merely a matter of shifting the 
burden of the expense of the construc- 
tion of the canal and its upkeep from
